To get this payment for Mrs. Folsom, Fol+ 
som’s was added to the number of firemen attending a fire 
and the city issued one check for the totalamount. This 
whole matter came out last week just prior to a council meet- 
ing when the new secretary turned in the report and gave two 
figures - one for all firemen except Folsom, and the other 
figure noting how many fires Folsom attended, This offended 
Mayor Folsom, and he accused the members of the depart- 
ment of singling him out, They explained they were doing 
it in an effort to do right and not to punish him. Now the 
procedure will be for the names of all twenty firemen to be 
listed, and the number of fires each attended, The firemen 
hope this will get them out of any politics and avoid singling 
out any member of the department. ‘The decision of who gets 
paid will then be made by the elected city officials,’’ said 
Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers, after the firemen unaaimously 
approved the change in procedure. We salute their decision 
and their continued dedication to the community.

is simple. You do it the instant 
you fe el au tug on the line, or feel 
any dillerenc ¢ im your line suc h 
as tension. Set it now, a second 
later can be too late. Never, and 
I mean never, never, let a bass

run with a plastic worm. This 
could lose you the biggest bass 
of your lifetime. 

HOW TO SET THE HOOK 
isn’t so simple. Here's how I do 
it. First, 1 reach my rod toward 
the bas quickly reel all slack out 
of my line, bend low and sud- 
denly whip my rod tip over my 
head with all the two-handed 
speed I can muster. 

BRER TOM’S CLOSING TIP: 
Keep your hooks so sharp they 
will hang on your thumbnail 
when tested. Fish have tough 
mouths and it takes a sharp hook 
to penetrate. Carry a good, six- 
inch file, and touch up every 
hook point that needs it. Then, 
practice how and when to set 
that hook, and the fish will get 
the point!

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Mayor’s Fire Call Pay Dominates City 
Council Meeting Tuesday Night 


The pay Mavor Bob 
Folsom and/or his wife have 
received from the fire de 
partmient while Folsom was 
mayor caused a heated dis 
Cussion at the Elba City 
Council meeting Tuesday 
hight. The argument quieted 
off with the couneil voting 
4-1 to approve a motion that 
Folsom pay back any fire de- 
partment money immediately 
if he owed it, and a decision 
by the councilmen to get an 
unbiased legal opinion on the 
matter 


Officers of the fire depart~ 
ment were present at the 
meeting to ask again for the 
old police car to use as a 
fireman's car and request help 
in securing a fire station large 
enough to house all four 
trucks. As they finished this 
discussion, Counciltnan 
Jimmy Wise stated he kept 
hearing there was som» dis- 
crepancy in the fire depart- 
Ment, concerning money paid 
to Folsom or his wife 

Folsom said, “1 have not 
taken anything wrongly, and 
don’t intend to pay anything 
back.’ Folsom then in- 
structed the City Clerk — to 
strike any reference to the 
matter trom the minutes be- 
cause it was not on the agenda, 
ahd it would take a majority 
vote of the council to discuss 
it. 


A motion to discuss the 
matter was made by Wise and 
quickly seconded by Council- 
taan John W. Sharpless. This 
motion passed, and the dis. 
cussion continued, 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
said he wanted some facts. 
“Did you attend fires and get 
paid for fires?” Folsom an- 
swered, “‘Not now . . . they 
elected my wife and she was 
paid ‘‘every time I went to 
a fire.” 

Sharpless asked if it were 
possible for the council to 
see all the fire department 
records, and Marvin MeIlwain 
(who replaced Folsom as Sec- 
retary-Treasurer in Decem 
ber) said he could only bring 
the check stubs, as the can- 
celed checks had not been 
turned over to him. 

Folsom then said he had 
found the canceled checks and 
some fire reports the night 
before and would give them 
to Mcllwain the next day. It 
was agreed that Mcllwain 
would bring all records he 
had to the next meeting, and 
along with Fire Chief Lloyd 
Driggers, assist them in any 
way possible, 


City Clerk Jack Prescott 
explained that he didn’t know 
what firemen responded to 
fires, as he was only given 
a list of the fires and a num. 
ber of firemen attending each 
one. Chief Driggers pointed 
out that this had been rec- 
ently changed, and now the 
City would get the individual 
names, 

Folsom again explained to 
a questioning councilman, ‘She 
got paid for fires I attended.’ 
Folsom said it wasn’t against 
the law... he had checked 
it with the League of Munici- 
palities, city attorney, At- 
torney-General Bill Baxley, 
former Attorney General and 
Governor, John Patterson, and 
others. 


Wise then made the motion, 
"If the mayor owes any Fire 
Department money to the city, 
he reimburses it tonight.’’ The 
motion was seconded by Sharp- 
less, and their votes were 
joined by those of Hawkins and 
Councilman Mike Russell. 
Councilman D. M. “English 
voted ‘‘no,’’ saying it should 
have been on the agenda for 
the next meeting, and also this 
was the same as Mike 
Russell voting with the other 
councilmen to pay bills for 
materials purchased from 
Russell Cash and Carry, owned 


then by Councilinan Russells 
father The purchases from 
the building supply stopped on 
January Ist, at Councilman 
Russells request, when he 
announced he and his wife 
Were joining the business.) 
English said he didn’t re- 
member the council voting in 
their first meeting to allow a 
majority to bring up things 
not on the agenda, nor did 
le remember discussion on 
the matter of the city buy- 
ing from Russell Cash & 
Carry Councilmin Sharp- 
less read an opinion from 
the League of Municipalities 
bulletin concering a similar 
situation, and it was ruled 
legal 


Folsom said he been in- 
vited to take a leave of ab- 
sence from the fire depart- 
ment, but would continue to 
fight fires free - ‘that is
